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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, with respect to claims 1-7 and 11-18 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The final office action dated 6/29/05 has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 1 1, 12, 14 and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Haft, von Puttkamer (DE 298 13 462 U) 

Regarding claims 1 and 1 1, Haft teaches a belt clip device for a mobile communication 
terminal unit (see abstract) comprising: a terminal unit holder for receiving and holding the 
terminal unit (figure 3); a clamp provided (figure 4, element 4), on one side of the terminal unit 
holder and adapted to resiliently clip a belt worn by a user between first and second clamp arms 
of the clamp (title of invention: fixing to a belt) can attach to a belt and is a hook shape thereby 
comprising a first and second clamp arms (element 4, although intended use is for a car vent, a 
user may opt to use it to clip to belt, argument can be made that element 21 is the belt clip, 
however, the claim is written broadly and therefore examiner believes that element 4 can be 
utilized to clip to belt as well as element 21 . Furthermore, each clamp in element 4 does have a 
hook like notch and since claim language does not define the direction of the hook, element 4, 
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does comprise a hook), thereby allowing the belt clip device to be mounted to the belt; and 
connecting means for rotatably connecting the clamp to the terminal unit holder (element 228). 
Haft further disclose a device for flexibly attaching a terminal unit where the terminal unit is 
rotatable in a plane extending substantially perpendicular to the front surface of the clamp (figure 
3, clamp 4- is 90 degrees with respect to the mobile device). 

Regarding claims 2 and 12, Haft teaches the first clamp arm (element 4) comprises a base 
portion and the second clamp arm (element 4) comprises a panel portion hingably coupled 
(figure 2, element 4, 41 and 22) at one end thereof to the base portion and spaced apart from the 
base portion to define a gap for receiving the belt there between and wherein the clamp further 
comprises a spring adapted to urge the base portion and the panel portion in such a fashion that 
the gap is resiliently maintained (figure 2, element 4, 22 and 31). 

Regarding claims 4 and 14, Haft teaches wherein the first clamp arm comprises a base 
portion and the second clamp arm comprises a tension panel portion connected at one end 
thereof to the base portion in such a fashion that it is resiliently supported by the base portion, 
the tension panel portion serving to resiliently clip the belt (fig. 2, element 22, 3 1 and 4). 

Regarding claims 6 and 16, Haft teaches the connecting means comprises: a hinging 
member arranged between the terminal unit adapter and the clamp, the hinging member being 
hingably coupled to the first clamp arm of the clamp in such a fashion that it hinges about a 
hinge shaft with respect to the clamp while being rotatably coupled to the terminal unit holder; 
and a rotating shaft for rotatably coupling the terminal unit holder to the hinging member in such 
a fashion that the terminal unit holder rotates about the rotating shaft with respect to the hinging 
member (figure 2, elements 4, 3 1, 22 and 31). 
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Regarding claims 7, Haft teaches an angular position holding means for holding an 
angular position of the terminal unit holder with respect to the hinging member (figure 3, 
element 4 and 31 & figure 2, elements 4, 41, 2 and 31). 

Regarding claim 17, Haft teaches the connecting device further comprises a rotating shaft 
for rotatably coupling the terminal unit holder to the hinging member such that the terminal unit 
holder rotates about the rotating shaft with respect to the hinging member (figure 3, element 4 
and 31 & figure 2, elements 4, 41, 2 and 31).). 

Regarding claim 18, Haft teaches an angular position holding device configured to hold 
an angular position of the terminal unit holder with respect to the hinging member (figure 3, 
element 4 and 31 & figure 2, elements 4, 41, 2 and 31). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 5, 8-10, 13, 15 and 19-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Regarding claims 3 and 13, the prior art of record fails to specifically teach a stopper 
provided at the other end of the panel portion and adapted to prevent the clamp from being 
separated from the belt. 

Regarding claims 5 and 15, the prior art of record fails to specifically disclose the clamp 
further comprises a stopper provided at the other end of the tension panel portion and adapted to 
prevent the clamp from being separated from the belt. 
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Regarding claims 8-10 and 19-21, please see reasons for allowance dated 2/26/04 in 
office action # 6. 

Claims 22-27 are allowed.
